do with the formation of the psychic images which appear 
to have been PRINTED on to the photographie plates. 

Several cameras were used in these experiments and 
simultaneous exposures made. In no case, however, did 
the psychie image or images appear on more than one plate 
at a time. The two halves of the plate in a stereoscopic 
camera were void of any supernormal result, whilst the plate 
in the camera next to it, exposed simultaneously with the 
plate in the stereo camera, showed clear supernormal images. 
This experiment was repeated several times. An attempt 
at direct colour photographywas, on this occasion, unsuccess- 
ful as regards showing any supernormal effect, although an 
ordinary Imperial Special sensitive plate, oxposed simul- 
taneously, shows a psychic effect. 

It may be, of course, that the forms after all Ang objec- 
tive, and that. in conjunction with the lens of one particular 
camera, the operating intelligences use an invisible screen 
which enables the sensitive plate tő record an image alike 
invisible to the unaided lens and the naked eye. This is 
unlikely, however, as occasionally a psychic image has been 
obtained which is a duplicate in every detail of one pre- 
viously secured. This suggests that psychic transparencies 
may be kept and used over again. A similar instance 
occurred in these experiments where two psychic images 
were secured which were exact duplicates as regards ‘‘pose,”” 
etc., of pictures obtained some time previously, with the 
curious exception that the arrangement of the draperies 
(surrounding the psychic figures) were entirely different. 

Many negatives of these photographic results show 
signs of double exposure, and it is just this that has led so 
many hasty and inexperienced investigators to turn down 
the whole thing asa fraud. These signs of double exposure, 
however, in many instances tend to confirm the theory of 
the use of a psychic transparency, as this necessarily involves 
a double exposure—the one normal exposure and the other 
supernormal. 

Many of the psychic faces obtained through themedium- 
ship of Mrs. D. are full of beauty—almost too beautiful to 
be likenesses of ordinary human beings. With rare excep- 
tions, the psychic images are the same way up as the images 
of the sitters, and this suggests, of course, that the operation 
of impressing the supernormal picture on to the plate takes 
place after the plate has been inserted in the dark slide, 
The following instance would suggest that this actually 
takes place whilst the dark slide is in the camera, after the 
focussing has been done. 

Just before Mrs. and Miss D. left our home, 1 took a 
photograph of the two of them, together with my wife and 
myself, operating the shutter by means of a long thread. 
During their short stay Mrs. and Miss D. had several times 
told us that their guides" had promised to be with them, 
The sensitives have previously secured what they are con- 
vinced are photographs of these *'guides," and they were a 
wee bit disappointed that they had not manifested during 
this series of sittings, by giving their own pictures. The 
preparations for this last. photograph were hastily made. I 
used a half-plate camera, and the whole of wy apparatus. 
Immediately before making the exposure I specially placed 


Mrs. and Miss D. so that instead of one being behind the other, 


they came on opposite sides of the plate—the one sitting and 
the ot her standing. After exposing I straightway developed 
the plate, and we were delighted to discover that the beau- 
tiful guides" of the sensitives were to be seen on the negas 
tive in correct relation to the sitters, i.e., “Bessie, Mrs. D.'s 


_ “guide,” appears right over her head, whilst “Stella,” the 


“guide” of Miss D., is seen above her, 
This is a beautiful psychic picture, and wonderfully 
evidential, In this instance no seance was held immediately

Mrs. Wreidt in Dublin. 


A FORTNIGHT’S series of brilliant seances was brought 
to a close on November 7th, and all who have been privi- 
leged to participate in them are enthusiastic in their admis- 
sion of this medium's extraordinary powers of trumpet 
mediumship.

Pet names have been given and forgotten 
incidents recalled ; and scores of evidential tit-bits supplied. 

No fair-minded man could possibly doubt the identity 
of many who spoke through Mrs. Wreidt’s trumpet. We 
have had voices speaking independently of the trumpet. 
My own son spoke to me when the trumpet was in service at 
the other side of the On another occasion we -had 
three voices speaking at the same time, and at one time 
a never-to-be-forgotten moment—we had four. It was 
interesting to hear a sitter talking with spirit visitors of 
life and experiences in Erin many years ago, names and 
places being supplied by the trumpet voice. 

‘We have had songs; we have had two addresses, 
characteristic, from Mr. Gladstone, a not infrequent visitor 
to Mrs. Wreidt's seances. Dr. Sharp, the leading control, 
has regularly addressed the sitters with advice on matters 
of health and dissertations or colour waves, auric vibra- 
tions, and other relevant matters, and was always cheerful 
and genial. 

On one occasion, anig the uneven condition of 
the seance room, he gave it as caused by happenings outside, 
and told of a certain tragedy in a certain place in Ireland 
even then in progress. ‘This was unknown to any person in 
the room, but was found next morning from newspaper 
accounts to be quite correct. 

Mrs. Wreidt’s visits was under the auspices of the 
Psychical Research Society, and right well did the members 
rally to her support. Her own friends, likewise, joyfully 
took advantage of her visit. Mrs. Wreidt has not spared 
herself, and one feels a little anxious lest she should over- 
tax her strength, but throughout she showed little signs of 
Weariness, and retained her genial and good spirits. She 
asks us to express her gratitude to her many Dublin friends 
for their hearty welcome, their unfailing kindness, their 
hospitality, and for the countless little acts of affectionate 
interest in her and her work. Through the kindness of 
friends she has been permitted to visit and admire much of 
the beauty of this glorious country, superb in its nature, 
green and resplendent Autumn colourings at this Autumnal 
Season. 

And so everybody is satisfied. Mrs. Wreidt thanks 
Dublin for its warm-heartedness, its hospitality, its pat- 
ronage; and Dublin thanks Mrs. Wreidt for giving some 
of its citizens the opportunity of speaking once again with 
those "gone before," who “being dead, yet speaketh.” 
Mrs. Wreidt is unique. God bless her and spare her to 
us yet awhile.

NORTH MIDLANDS DISTRICT UNION. 


TuE above Union recently conducted a three weeks’ 
tour with Mr. and Mrs. Taylor, of U.S.A., which, from a 
propaganda point of view, proved to be most successful. 
Sixteen centres in all were visited, and some fine meetings 
were held. Mr. Taylor invariably delivered the address, 
which was very often of a high philosophie character, and 
Mrs. Taylor confined herself to the phenomena, some phases 
of which were quite original. 

The tour opened at, Burton, always a most difficult 
place to organise, and two rather moderate meetings were 
held. From there to the more active centre of Leicester, 
where two fine meetings were held, quite 800 people being 
assembled in the Rechabites’ Hall at night. Swadlincote 
provided its quota, as did. also Sutton-in-Ashfield. Good 
meetings in both places. The newly-formed Society at 
Long Eaton was allocated two nights (Thursday and Friday), 
which proved to be the wrong ones for that town, but good 
work was done there in propagating our cause. Belper, 
well known by the association of Alfred Smedley with Spirit- 
ualism and his record of experiences in materialisations, was 
also visited, a good impression being left behind, Notting- 
ham (Gladstone Hall and Beaconsfield-street) splendidly 
welcomed Mr. and Mrs. Taylor, and here again good work 
was accomplished. An attempt to open out the Cause was 
máde by organising a meeting at Oakham, and it spoke 
much for the efiorts of Mrs. Manton to create local interest, 
when 300 hundred people turned up. The fact that the 
people there are urgent in asking for more speaks well for 
the impression created and the future welfare of our ism in 
that town. Chesterfield, noted for its crooked church spire, 
but straight energetic Spiritualists, arranged two very 
successful meetings, the hall being full on each occasion. 
Hucknall made a great effort to reach*the public by exten- 
sively advertising the visit, which was repaid by the largest 
Spiritualist meeting ever held in the town being conducted 
in the Co-Operative Hall. <A return visit was paid to Lei- 
cester, whieh, if anything, surpassed the first. Ilkston and 
Mansfield were visited, and good seed was sown, and Beeston, 
where Spiritualism is new, organised a most successful effort. 

The real tit-bit of the tour was left for the last place 
visited. Lincoln being a stronghold of the Established 
Church, great things were not anticipated, although a 
Picture House, with a seating accommodation of 900 was 
engaged for the Sunday. About 600 assembled for service 
in the afternoon, under the able chairmanship of Councillor 
A. Taylor. So great was the crush at night that the authori- 
ties ordered the doors to be opened before the stated time, 
and even after the hall was packed hundreds were clamouring 
for admission. It was estimated that at least 500 people 
had to be turned away. A. T. Davies, Esq., M.P., chaired a 
magnificent meeting, which will long be remembered in 
Lincoln. 

Once again we are able to emphasise the fact that with 
efficient organisation and extensive advertising we are sure 
of getting the people to htar us state our case, which the 
above tour has fully, proved. Great and lasting good has, 
we feel sure, been accomplished by the visit of Mr. and Mrs. 
Taylor in the above district.

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Our Needs. 


IN our last week's editorial we referred to the fact 
that the wonderful growth of Spiritualism is due not merely 
to the work of Spiritualists, valuabie as that may have 
been, but in a larger sense to the fact that the spirit people 
themselves have acted directly on the mental atmosphere 
of this world, giving to men and women a sense of the 
actual companionship of men and women. Inspiration 
in its old Biblical and verbal sense has been ruled out of 
the realm of present-day thought, but the facts of tele- 
pathy are illustrating that thoughts are impréssed upon 
‘some minds by others, both incarnate and discarnate, 
and these have a tendency to interpret themselves in 
accordance with the thought-habit of the recipient, and to 
clothe themselves with his habitual language, even though 
slightly heightened and broadened by the impact. Inspira- 
tion thus becomes expressed in terms of the impressibility 
of the thoughts and feelings of the recipient, and is limited 
and circumscribed in its form by the restrictions and habits 
of the person inspired. 


Even in the Best communications 
from the unseen, the experienced investigator, if he be at 
all sensitive, is left with the suspicion that whatever mes- 
sage has come through is but a part of the whole. At every 
good seance one feels that more has been attempted than 
has been actually accomplished; 

If this be the case, then, it must follow that all spirit 
communications can best be assessed at their true value 
by the careful comparison of a great many, and this not 
merely in order that we may determine the ideas expressed 
in common, but also for the purpose of discovering that 
in many of them which failed to find expression by reason 
of the limitations of the recipient and the restricted range 
of his habits. 

A Beethoven Sonata could not be played on a five- 
octave instrument, not from any lack of the author's 
musical ability, but rather by reason of the limited capacity 
of the instrument. 

It further followsthat inaddition torecipiehts (mediums) 
Says Paul, 
to one is given ‘‘divers kinds of tongues, to another the 
interpretation of tongues.” Is it not just here that Spirit- 
ualism is lacking to-day. There is no doubt that the spirit 
world is pouring out a huge mass not only of phenomena, 
but of spiritual teaching, but there is also not the slightest 
doubt that this teaching is not reaching the publie in under- 
standable form by reason of the limitations of the individ- 
uals who receive and attempt to pass on the teaching. 

In our own experience we have found scores of splendid 
claimxoyants whose spiritual vision is clear and powerful. 
The vast majority of them, however, have no ability what- 
ever to. describe what they see. They could not describe 
the -heuse they live in, or the appearance of their next door 
neighbour. They fail to realise that since others have not 
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the vision, it is their province to be eyes for thos, 
to convey to them the impress of that which

tions which were vivid and real to our minds, “i 
Nell" and “Old Scrooge” became living entities i 
pulsating with life, and we felt we knew them from, 
description.

What is religion? A system of faith and practice ? 
A science of vight living ? The belief in God and a future 
state ? Or a blind subserviance to a man-made theology 
because we were told when we were young that it was good 
for us? Do any of these things constitute the highest in Te 
religion? Is it not better to regard them as so many by- 
pathé attractive or repellent, according to our mental 
outlook, all leading the same way, and all, in the Bternal 
scheme of things, very necessary to man’s evolution? We 
are ready to admit that the phenomena of Spiritualism as 
such do not constitute religion, nor is a religious frame of 
mind or religious atmosphere necessary for certain physical 
manifestations from the “other side of life." On the other 
hand Dean Inge is reported to have declared recently that 
“the Gospel of Christ is not A religion but religion itself in 
its most universal and deepest significance.” A 

Sir William Barrett has said Spiritualism is an avenue "ich 
rather than a goal, a road TO religion, not religion itself. 
Now we come to the crux of the whole matter. As Spirit- 
ualists we affirm that Primitive Christianity and Spirit- 
ualism are not two separate lines of thought, but ONE and 
one only, and inseparable as daylight is from sunshine. 
Modern Christianity and Modern Spiritualism are unfor- 
tunately in many respects as far apart as the poles, but it 
is surely unnecessary to reiterate here that the accretion of 
centuries are to blame for this. In the essence of spirit- 
uality and truth the two are one, and the founder of Chris- 
tianity was a psychic, a medium, a mystic, and a SPIRIT- - 
UALIST! Thus, if Christianity is not A RELIGION, bubi- 
religion itself, then no more is Spiritualism A RELIGION but 
religion itself i in its most universal and deepest significance.
